Doubtless the new location of the 
depot, across Lower street, so that ihe 
building could be plainly seen from 
Second street would be a splend id one, 
but if the railroad men do noi wisb 
to put it there the matter should be 
dropped at once. As we get the idea, 
the new depot is to advertise Mf .ysville 
to the thousands of persons passing 
through MaysvlUe on this milroad 
each month. The depot should be 
placed so as to give them tlie best 
impression of our town possible. 

Work will begin with in a few 
weeks, filling Lower street. As soon 
as this is completed the new structure 
will begin to rise and will be finished 
about the first of the new year.

JOSEPH BENSON FORMER 

Former United States Senator and 

twice Governor of Ohio, died at h(s 
homo, Madison and Qrandln roads, nt 
11 o'clock Thursday morning. 

Altho In 111 health for somo time, 
Mr. Foraker was ablo to bo at his of' 
flee dally until a week ago last Mon 
day, when on leaving Mb offlco he be 
oame unconscious. From that time on 
his condition grew steadily worse, un- 
til Wednesday evening, when his phy- 
slclons, Dr. C. C. Flbe and Dr. Qordon 
McKIm, Informed tho family that 
there was no hope for recovery. 

At his bedside when the end came 
wore his wife, Mrs. Julia Bundy Fora- 
ker; his three daughters, Mrs. Ran- 
dolph Mathews, Cincinnati; Mrs. Vic- 
tor Cushman, Washington, and Mrs. 
T. King Walnwrlght, Philadelphia, and 
his only surviving son, Arthur St. 
Clair Foraker, Washington, D. C. 
An Enviable Heeord 
Joseph Benson Foruker left a rec- 
ord which is not only part of the 
history of Ohio, but of the United 
States. Ills public service extended 
over a period of more than half a cen- 
tury. He was ever constant In honor, 
fearless In conduct and stainless In 
reputation. 

To his credit Roes the Introduction 
of the resolution of intervention In 
the Unitod States Senate which led 
to our war with Spain. He was the 
"whip" of the upper house. His ad- 
dress in that august body on that 
memorable 28th of May, 1898, stands 
as a sermon on American fealty. 

Joseph Ilenson Foraker was born 
July 5, 1846, and If he had survived 
until the coming July 5 would have 
been 71 yenrs old. He was bom on 
a farm near - Rnlnsboro. Highland 
county, Ohio, of good old Methodist 
stock. 

At the age of 16 he enlisted In the 
I'nion army and went to the front with 
Company A, Eighty-ninth Regiment, 
Ohio Volunteers. Almost from the 
beginning he served as a noncom- 
missioned officer and later was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant. He 
took part in many bloody battles and 
was with General Sherman on his fa- 
mous march to the sea. He also act- 
ed as nid-de-camp on the staff of Gen- 
eral Slocum in the advance through 
the Carolines. 

He was the courier chosen by his 
Commander to bear the welcome mes- 
sage of the capture of Savannah to 
the United States fleet off the coast 
Returning to civil life In Cincinnati 
nt the close of the war he wore a Cap- 
tain's shoulder straps, although he 
was barely I!) years of age. 

Soon after his return he entered 
Cornell College and was graduated at 
Ithaca in the class of 1869. He then 
took up the study of law and began 
practice In Cincinnati. 

His splendid record as a practition- 
er caused his elevation as JuBtire of 
the Superior Court in Cincinnati. He 
resigned in 1882. 

Justice Foraker then took a most ac- 
tive Interest in politics. He became 
one of the standard bearers of the 
Republican party. He was but 36 
years old when he received the nom- 
ination for Governor of Ohio, but was 
defentcd by a small margin by Judge 
Hoadly. In 1885 they wore again op- 
posing candidates, and Judge Foraker 
was returned the victor. He was 
honored by a re-election. 

The State Republican Convention of 
1895 named him as a candidate for the 
United States Senate and in January, 
1896, the Legislature: chose him to suc- 
ceed the Hon. Calvin S. Brice. He 
was re-elected and bald the toga of 
United States Sen:' 'or for twelve 
years, retiring again to his law prac- 
tice in Cincinnati on March 3, 1909. 

The Republican party of Ohio, as 
well as of the nation, believed in his 
wisdom as a guiding power in the 
complex problems of statecraft. He 
was Chairman of the Republican State 
Conventions of Ohio from 1886 to 1900 
nnd a delegate-at-Iarge from Ohio to 
the Republican National Conventions 
from 1884 to 1904. 

As Chairman of the Ohio Delega- 
tions to tho Republican Rational Con- 
ventions of 1884 and 18S8 he present- 
ed to both conventions, the name of 
John Sherman for nomination for the 
Presidency. In the conventions of 
1892 and 1896 he served as Chairman 
of the Committee on Resolutions and 
as such reported the platform each 
time to the convention. 

In the Republican National Conven- 
tions of 1896 and 1900 Senator For- 
aker In masterly addresses presented 
the name of WllliSm McKlnley to be 
the standard bearer of the Republi- 
can party. 

He fought and won his remarkable 
surceases both in law and stateman- 
■hlp by his talent, his genius, his un- 
tiring labor and his unswerving Integ- 
rity. His exulted excellence of mind 
and Ideality, his versatility and talent, 
his personality and invincible spirit, 
coupled with ardent patriotism and

21-80 AGE AGREED ON - HOISE 
CONFEREES ACCEPT PHOHIHI- 
TION AT MILITARY POSTS 
AND REFUSE ROOSE- 
VELT PLAN 



Washington, May 10— The long dead- 
lock of Senate and House conferees 
on the selective' draft military bill 
was broken today with agreements 
on a compromise measure by which 
a great army would be raised by se- 
lective conscription of men between 
the ages of 21 and 30 inclusive. 

Authorization for recrpltiug Colonel 
Roosevelt's proposed volunteer divi- 
sion' for service in France written 
into the bill by the Senate and de- 
fended stubbornly by the Senato con- 
ferees finally was thrown out on the 
insistence of committeemen rep- 
resenting the House. In turn the 
House yielded to the Senate's pro- 
posal for prohibition of military posts. 

The conference report is expected 
to be given approval by both Senate 
and House in a few days and within 
two weeks after tho President has 
affixed his signature, registration of 
those eligible for conscription will be 
under way throughout the country. 
Some states already have selected 
their registration board and the War 
Department has erected a vast and 
intricate war machine for assigning 
and organizing the conscripts. They 
will be assembled at training camps 
in September. 

Administration Satisfied 

The compromise bill is understood 
to be generally satisfactory to the 
administration and to the army gen- 
eral staff on whose advice the origin- 
al measure was framed. The most 
important change mado in confer- 
ence was in the age limit fixed by 
the staff at 19 and 25, inclusive. The 
Senate made them 21 and 27 and 
the House 21 and 40. The ages named 
in the conferees agreement are 21 
and 30, Inclusive, making the draft 
applicable to all male voters under 
31. 

Although there has been no direct 
authoritative expression from the 
White House regarding the Roose- 
velt volunteer proposal, administra- 
tion opposition to it has been infer- 
red from the fact that no provision 
for volunteers was conveyed in the 
bill as sent to Congress from the 
War Department. With the Roose- 
velt proposal the conferees also 
threw out a Senate amendment under 
which three regiments of volunteers 
could have been enlisted for service 
on the Mexican border. 

Appeal to President Provided 
Tho section dealing with exemp- 
tion from draft was rewritten in 
part by the conference committee and 
provision was made* for hearings in 
exemption applications before local 
civil tribunals with right to appeal to 
a second tribunal and finally to the 
President. 

Two of the House conferees re- 
fused to sign the conference report. 
Representative Anthony, of Kansas, 
would not accept It because the 
Roosevelt amendment was stricken 
out. Representative Kahn, of Cali- 
fornia, would not agree to the pro- 
visions should be left to the Presi- 
dent. 

Prohibition Clause Acceptable 

Republicans In the Senate who have 
favored Colonel Roosevelt's authority 
to raise and take American troops to 
France declared tonight that an ef- 
fort would be made on the floor to 
have the Senate insist In the reten- 
tion of this feature Another vote on 
the proposal may also be forced In 
the House which baa once rejected It. 
Tho general expectation, however, Is 
that the conference decision will pre- 
vail. 

The prohibition provision as agreed 
to excludes liquors, beer and wines 
form any military post, but doas not 
forbid selling or giving these otter- 
ages to soldiers except when in uni- 
form. It may sot salt some of tho
